Rules lie promi/cuouſly 
jumbled together ; as if they bad been intended for 
ſuch as were already Maſters of the Syntax, and 
therefore bad no occafion for them. The Authors, - 
zadeed, ſeem, in the Conirivance of their Engliſh, 
ts bade troubled their Heads ns farther than anly to 
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exemplify the Rule they were upon : If that be bat 

Acne, b with a Mixture of ſuch Engliſh as is in 
all Reſpects very improper for Beginners, they have 
Play d their Parts ſufficiently, they think, and ac- 
zuitted themſelves like Men of Art. 

Th is « Bland that runs through all the 
Treatiſes of this Kind, that I have known uſed in 
our Schools, exceptin — — Garretſon's Exerciſes, 
io bas well enough guarded againſt the common 
Miſtake of . 2 Ries ; and has there- 
fore, upon that, as well as ſome other Accounts, de- 
ſerved better of the Publick, than any that went 
before bim ta that Way : Yet bis Engliſh is ſuch, 
very often, as will hardly admit of a literal Tranſla- 
tion: er, if it will, the Latin Words lie ſo much 
out of the Way, that neither bis Index, or the 
Dificnary will furniſh Boys, many Times, with 

ſuch as are proper for the Puryoſe ; or, if the 
latter would do it, yet Boys wanting Skill to pick and
